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WHY A CATHOLIC PAPTR IN EVERY HOME? 

Of what benefit is the Catholic paper? It is of the 
supremest benefit, even from points of view which I am sure 
you have never considered. 

If you would have accurate news of the day you should 
read a Catholic paper. I do not refer to news of crime, di- 
vorce, and of the sensations by which the American daily 
seeks to make its strongest appeal. But I mean this: So much 
which the daily papers carry about foreign countries is either 
so utterly false or badly distorted, especially if it has any 
bearing on the Church, that representatives of our Catholic 
press resident in those countries are called upon to cable over 
the truth. You cannot get these corrections in the daily press. 
Secular editors do not make corrections, even after they learn 
that they have carried what was not accurate. You cannot 
get these corrections in any other way than through the Cath- 
olic newspaper. 

The National Catholic Welfare Council has established 
a news-getting service which is admirable. With headquar- 
ters in Washington, D. C., the Press and Publicity Depart- 
ment of the National Catholic Welfare Council receives both 
cable and written communication from its agents in al! the 
capitals of Europe. Not only do they report, and of course 
truthfully, everything that is of interest to Catholics, but 
they will investigate the truth of reports sent by the repre- 
senatives of the secular press. Today practically all Catholic 
newspapers of the country carry this service. Therefore your 
own diocesan or local Catholic weekly is as good as any other 
Catholic newspaper as far as news service is concerned. 

Quite recently we explained why OUR SUNDAY VIS- 
ITOR does not use this news service even though it receives 
the same and pays the price charged for it. It-is principally 
because we do not wish to injure the circulation of the Cath- 
olic newspapers, hut rather to help them. Therefore we stay 
out of the news field, especially since there is plenty of reason 
why a piper like our own should exist and be in every home. 
Its price is so low that the poorest family which takes the 
diocésan or local Catholic paper can also have it. If it be 
taken home from church it only costs 2c; if it be subscribed 
tér directly, it costs only 75c the year—less than the commis 
sion which the agent who introduces another Catholic paper 
must receive. 

Your next door neighbor, your business partner, your 
fellow-workman in the shop, are reading falsehoods about 
the Church, her history, her clergy.
